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THE RECORD THUS FAR. 

Our experience with Spain thus far is a startling reve- 
lation to the professional world of the fallacy of specu- 
lation concerning modern war which does not suffi- 
ciently recognize the fact that the personal factor is still 
all-eontrolling, especially where that factor presents 
itself in the form of the American sailor or soldier. 
Those of us who have traveled abroad have been com- 
pelled to listen in irritated silence to side remarks upon 
our assumed incapacity for war; to malicious or compas- 
sionate criticisms of our undisciplined sailors and sol- 
diers, and our ignorance of the art military as practised 
upon European fields of autumn maneuvers. We are far 
from undervaluing professional knowledge and experi- 
ence, and we recognize the fact that if we have suc- 
ceeded it has not been in spite of our lack of them, but 
because we possess them in a far greater degree than 
foreign observers or even our own people were disposed 
to believe. 

For years the “Army and Navy Journal” has insisted 
in the face of sneering criticism and good-natured disbe- 
lief upon the fact that, ship for ship, gun’s crew for 
gun’s crew, battalion for battalion, officer and man for 
officer and man, we have the most efficient Army and 
Navy upon the face of the globe. Nowhere else is found 
in equal degree that capacity for the individual initia- 
tive which professional observers unite in declaring to 
be more than ever important in view of the deadlier 
character of the weapons now wielded in war. 

The men who charged upon the Spaniards en- 
trenched at Santiago were not the veterans of bloody 
fields of battle; few of them had ever faced a hos- 
tile gun, and yet they swept across that “danger space,” 
of which we have heard so much, with a sublimity of 
courage which has made them heroes for all time and 
added new stars to the firmament of national glory. 
Regulars and Volunteers alike, they pressed on to vic- 
tory with a disregard of consequences that might have 
heen condemned as reckless and unthinking had not the 
result shown that it was guided by intelligent purpose. 

All of the conditions were against them. They had 
been for days without the food and sleep required to re- 
euperate them after unwonted exertions, exposed to 
tropical heats and tropical rains, without shelter and 
without proper clothing. They were on the whole in- 
ferior in armament; their positions were revealed by the 
black powder they used and they found it hard to locate 
the positions of the Spaniards using smokeless powder. 
They were operating in an unknown country, under con- 
ditions novel to them and against an enemy familiar 
with every foot of ground, availing itself of modern 
means of protection and aided by the fire of navy guns. 

Recall these facts and then consider the record they 
have made for themselves. What other 15,000 men in 
any army could have excelled it? The lives of such men 
are precious to us, and no record of slaughtered enemies 
can appease their manes. We could not well spare one 
of them, willingly as they gave their lives to the cause 
they loved, and every American soldier loves, beyond the 
passionate devotion of the lover for his mistress—the 
glorious cause of our country and the honor of our flag. 
God be with those upon whom falls the heavy weight of 
personal bereavement with such crushing force. 

The suecess of our Navy, to which the Army has in 
this instance so substantially contributed, is so complete, 
so absolutely free from any deduction because of the loss 
which as a rule makes a victory to be dreaded only less 
than a disaster, that it seems like a gift from Heaven. 
We may well believe the story told by the correspondent 
of the New York “Sun” that “Capt. Philip (of the 
Texas) called all hands to the quarter-deck, and, with 
bared head, thanked God for the almost, bloodless vic- 
tory. 

“‘T want to make public acknowledgment here,’ he 
said, ‘that I believe in God the Father Almighty. I 
want all you officers and men to lift your hats and from 
your hearts offer silent thanks to the Almighty.’ 

‘All hats were off. There was a moment or two of 
absolute silence, and then the overwrought feelings of 
the ship’s company relieved themselves in three hearty 
cheers for their beloved commander.” 

It is in this spirit that the country will receive the 
news of this victory, thanking God that He has given us 
such men in command, who are worthy of the utmost 
honors the country can bestow upon them. 

Who could prophesy of such triumphs as our Navy has 
won at Manila Bay, a little over two months ago, and 
now again off the coast of Cuba on the day that cele- 


brates our birth as a Nation? It is with a sense of be- ' 


wilderment that we record it and as though we were in- 
dulging in fancies that belong to the land of dreams. 

It seems incredible that the best ships of Spain should 
have conducted such a running fight and have absolutely 
nothing to show for it in the way of injury to an enemy 
inferior in speed, in maneuvering power and other quali- 
ties such as our contemporary, the “London Engineer,” 
reduced to a mathematical formula to demonstrate Span- 
ish superiority in naval strength. A dreaded torpedo- 
boat destroyer was speedily put hors de combat—and 
by what? By a vessel which when this war began was 
pursuing her peaceful course as a pleasure yacht upon 
the Hudson River. But a Corsair yacht, plus a Wain- 
wright, is, as the result has shown, equal to anything 
“l'andace toujours l’audace.” This is what will ever 
win, and nowhere is found the man so capable of reduc- 
ing this maxim to practice as the American. 

Those who have won the highest honors in this war 
would declare, if they were asked, that their success is 
due not merely: to personal but to national characteris- 
tics. Our intermixture of bloods under favoring condi- 
tions of soil and climate seems to have added a new type 
to the records of ethnology. Prof. Shaler, of Harvard 





University, has even undertaken to establish by scien- 
tific demonstration, what is shown by much experience, 
that the American has a certain measure of vital force 
in excess of that of the men of older nations. 

However this may be, we should not lose sight of the 
fact that our triumphs thus far are the result of profes- 
sional training and experience. We shall be wise if we 
make sure in the future that the zeal, energy and enthu- 
siasm of Volunteer efforts are guided by these. We have 
no Regulars in the European sense in this country. 
Every man is a Volunteer, and the only difference is be- 
tween the Volunteer plus training and the Volunteer 
without training. It is because of the absolute freedom 
that prevails here in the choice of the military profes- 
sion that the individual factor counts for so much. 

Our officers are now reaping the fruits of their long 
and patient devotion to the duties of their profession 
under circumstances often most discouraging. Let the 
country learn its lesson and leave the guidance of mili- 


‘tary matters as it is leaving the guidance of naval mat- 


ters in the hands of men who understand them. Our 
only danger, as we have from the first declared, is in 
the possibility that we may fail to understand the full 
importance of this. 

The end is not yet, and we must in no wise relax our 
vigilance or fail in proper preparation through undue 
confidence. The Spaniards have shown that they are 
not enemies to be despised. Whatever their failings, 
they “know how to endure as good soldiers.” The tri- 
umph thus far is that of the modern spirit of enterprise 
and individual freedom of action against medieval 
conservatism, the evils of a false system of government 
and vicious economical and social conditions. 

Nor should we forget that we owe our successes in 
part to the fact that our public affairs have been on the 
whole administered with honesty and ability, in spite of 
vicious assertions to the contrary by home and foreign 
critics of American methods. To the skill and fidelity to 
duty of the workmen in our shipyards, in our gun fac- 
tories and powder mills; to those whose loyalty to obliga- 
tion is shown in the perfection of the many details that 
make the sum total of efficiency in the weapons our 
sailors and soldiers have wielded with such skil! and such 
sublime courage and audacity we should give due credit. 

Whatever is yet to come, the men of our Army and 
Navy have shown that they possess the qualities that de- 
serve and should win final success. Let them not be 
hampered by the ignorant self-confidence of those who 
seek the henors of war without submitting to the train- 
ing required for success in war.

THE MILITARY SITUATION. 


The conditions since our issue of last week resolve 
themselves down to this: Gen. Shafter, appreciating the 
fact that every day’s delay meant added strength to the 
Spaniards and loss to himself by sickness and the pros- 
trations due to the climate, resolved to attack as soon as 
he could place his Army in position. The desperate bat- 
tle of Santiago was the result. 

Heretofore in treating of the military situation we 
have discussed possibilities and probabilities. We have 
now actualities, and we can see in them simply plain, 
square, hard fighting, in which both sides distinguished 
themselves and where all our gains were accomplished by 
persistent effort and dogged courage, displayed equally 
by officer and soldier. 

A careful collation of all the accounts fails to develop 
on one side or the other any dramatic tactical move- 
ments. It was, as Wellington said of Waterloo, “hard 
pounding, and we pounded the harder.” The prelimi- 
nary work—the successful landing, the rapid advance and 
proper distribution of our forces—all redound to the 
credit of Gen. Shafter. We fail to see anything in the 
part of the Spanish denoting leadership. After all our 
gratuitous information as to our plans, our strength and 
our weakness, they failed to avail themselves of their 
manifest advantages. The desperate nature of the fight- 
ing indicates that, had Linares been strengthened by 
the troops available to him, we would possibly—very 
probably—have to chronicle a repulse. 

Gen. Shafter’s Army was divided into three bodies— 
the right under Lawton, consisting of the brigades of Van 
Horne, 8th, 22d U. S. Inf., and 24 Mass.; Miles, 1st, 4th 
and 25th, and Chaffee, 7th, 12th and 17th, with the bat- 
talions of Capron and Best; the center, under Kent, con- 
sisting of the brigades of Hawkins, 6th, 16th and 7ist 
New York, of Bates, 2d, 10th and 21st, and Worth, 9th, 
13th and 24th, with Grimes’s and Parkhouse’s battalions, 
and the left under Duffield, or rather, Bates, consisting 
of his brigade, composed of the 33d and 34th Michigan 
and 9th Mass. There were also the 3d and 20th Inf., 
which most probably were mainly held in reserve. 

The Cavalry, under the general command of S. S. Sum- 
ner (Gen. Wheeler being ill), was distributed along the 
line, reinforcing and assisting the Infantry. The 10th 
Cav. and Ist Vol. Cav. appear to have been_in the center 
with Kent. There were also some Cubans under Garcia. 
It seems most probable that Gen. Shafter’s plan contem- 
plated a heavy attack by Lawton at El Caney, which he 
hoped would result in the overthrow of the Spanish 
left in front of Santiago and relieve pressure from Kent, 
attacking in the center at San Juan, and permit him to 
capture El Morro. Duffield’s attack or effort on our left 
near Aguadores was similarly an aid to Kent. The 
Spanish General, however, rightly judging that Kent’s 
success would be his death blow, devoted all his atten- 
tion to San Juan, and there the main battle was fought 
and the heaviest losses were sustained. 

The action was opened at daybreak on the Ist inst. 
by Capron’s Battery, and speedily spread along our whole 
line. From there on it seems to have been a simple 





stand-up-and-fight battle. The topographical conditions 
‘were inimical to any special tactical movements. The 
Spanish fought with great courage, but for all that oyr 
men made constant gains. Our Artillery, such as jt 
was, seems to have been well handled, and fired with 
precision and effect, but the fire of the Spanish fleet 
must have been largely responsible for our heavy losses. 

The end of the day’s continuous fighting found us hold- 
ing all we -had gained, and the next day we continued 
the action and clinched our hold on Santiago. The des. 
perate attempt of Cervera to escape, so completely frus- 
trated by the Navy, demonstrates that the situation was 
understood by him to be perilous. 

So far but little definite news has been received from 
Gen. Shafter as to the absolute incidents of the battle, 
and the reports of the various correspondents are equally 
indefinite, and in some cases misleading. It will be diffi- 
cult to give a clear idea of our movements until the offi- 
cial reports are submitted. The fact is apparent, how- 
ever, that Shafter controls the situation, but his losses 
have been such that he would be manifestly unwise to 
attempt to storm the city without reinforcements. The 
Government has awakened to the necessities and is 
hurrying reinforcements to him. 

Where—as the consensus of opinion shows—every one 
has done well, it would be invidious to make any com- 
parisons. Two things impress themselves on us—the evi- 
dent advantage which the Spaniards had in using only 
smokeless powder and their use of volley firing. Perhaps 
the latter may not have been the case, and it was file 
firing, but the newspaper reports speak of it as volley- 
ing. This is in direct line with the views of many ofii- 
cers of experience, who have claimed that the precision 
and crushing effect of a well-delivered volley is far su- 
perior to file work. 

Gen. Shafter demanded the surrender of the city under 
threat of a bombardment. The authorities in Washing- 
ton have held his hand. We will not say absolutely that 
the Navy could not go into the harbor now and aid Shaf- 
ter in his difficult task. ‘There seems to be some friction 
between the General and Admiral Sampson, each having 
his own opinion as to the proper plan of operations. Our 
reports from Washington also indicate, as we regret to 
say, very much confusion of counsel there. 

The general result over which the country rejoices is 
the work of the Navy and Army acting together. Dra- 
matic as was the destruction of the Spanish fleet, the 
Nation cannot fail to see that it was the direct sequence 
of military success. It was a clear case of rat, ferret 
and terrier. Making due allowance for the exuber- 
ances of the war correspondents, accounts show that the 
fighting of the troops was something to stir our Ameri- 
can blood. It is rarely that losses among officers have 
arisen to the proportions which the casualty lists report. 
Statistics show that the proportion of officers killed and 


‘ wounded to men during our Civil War was as one to 


sixteen. In this battle the proportion was higher. We 
have sought to find a battle of the Civil War to which in 
numbers engaged and losses this of Santiago can be com- 
pared. The nearest seems to be Cedar Mountain, where 
314 were killed, 1,445 wounded and 622 missing. South 
Mountain, with 325 killed, 1,403 wounded and 85 miss 
ing. Bull Run, with 470 killed, 1.071 wounded and 1,703 
missing. Williamsburg and Franklin are others. 

It is probable that the forces actually brought into 
action in the battles named about equalled what Gen. 
Shafter had under him, but in all of them except South 
Mountain we suffered heavily in prisoners. It does not 
appear so far as we know that at Santiago we lost many 
prisoners, and when we consider that the battle was 
fought by an army practically green to war, it is remark- 
able to contemplate the steady conduct of our men. 

The official report to July 7 from Gen. Shafter to the 
Adjutant General, of the killed and wounded at Santiago 
is as follows: 

Lawton’s Division—4 officers and 74 men killed; 14 
officers and 317 men wounded; 1 missing. 

Kent’s Division-—12 officers and 87 men killed; 36 offi- 
cers and 562 men wounded; 62 missing. 

Bates’s Brigade—2 officers and 4 men killed; 26 men 
wounded; 5 missing. 

Signal Corps—1 man killed, 1 man wounded. 


Killed—18 officers, 188 men; total............ — a 
Wounded—50 officers, 880 men; total............. 930

Comdr. McCalla, U. S. N., commanding the gunboat 
Marblehead, seized the British steamship Adula in Guan- 
tanamo Bay, Cuba, June 30.

McCalla 
decided to have the status of the Adula in Cuban waters 
officially determined, and accordingly, promptly seized 
the vessel. He put a prize crew aboard the vessel, which 
was loaded with provisions. 
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THE END OF CERVERA’S SQUADRON. 


Where in all history can we find the record of two 
such naval engagements as those occurring within ten 
weeks of each other on opposite sides of the globe under 
the American flag? A broken leg caused by a man’s 
dropping the shell he was carrying was the most serious 
casualty at Manila, and an American sailor killed and 
two wounded and a broken plate in an American ship 
is all that Cervera’s much dreaded squadron has to 
show to its eredit. Look at the account on the other 
side! Six hundred Spaniards killed, and 1,650 taken pris- 
oners, and seven fine Spanish ships of war turned into 
junk, and stranded on the beach. Such is the record 
of the engagement off Santiago on July 3. Nothing can 
be more impressive than a simple statement of the facts. 
It was the good fortune of Commo. Winfield Scott 
Schley to have command of the squadron, in the absence 
of Adml. Sampson, when this result was achieved, and 
a proposition was immediately presented in Congress to 
give him a vote of thanks. 

Assured that there was nothing on this side to contend 
with but a lot of yachts; full of the confidence awak- 
ened by confident European criticism to our discredit, the 
Spanish set out for a campaign which was to bring them 
victory in so brief a space that at the Cape Verde islands 
they provisioned for only eleven days. By the time the 
Spanish ships reached Martinique they were on half ra- 
tions, and since then their record has been one of 
humiliation and disaster, ending in complete destruction 
after an hour’s fighting, in which the chances were by 
no means all against them. 

Cervera’s plan for escaping from the trap he had run 
into at Santiago harbor was by no means unskilful. 
The day was Sunday, the hour was that known to be 
usually devoted to religious exercises. The fast cruiser 
New Orleans had been seen to leave, and it was known 
that most of the yachts and torpedo boat catchers belong- 
ing to the squadron were away. The New York, with 
the Admiral aboard, was too distant to do more than 
come in at the finish. Thus the Americans had little su- 
periority in numbers and they fought ship for ship. At 
one time the fire of three Spanish vessels was concen- 
trated on the single ship Iowa. With his faster vessel 
Cervera had good reason to hope that he might escape 
with the whole or a portion of his fleet. Yet in less than 
twenty-five minutes two of his ships were wrecked. In 
less than three-quarters of an hour the third surrendered. 
In fifty-six minutes from the time the first Spaniard was 
sighted our boats were in the water to save what was 
left of the Vizeaya’s crew. 

At 9.30 on the morning of Sunday, July 3, while the 
battleship Texas was lying directly in front of Santiago 
harbor, Lieut. M. L. Bristol saw smoke arising between 
Morro Castle and La Socapa. An instant later the 
nose of a ship poked out behind the BHstrella Battery. 
Clash went the electric gongs calling the ship’s company 
to general quarters. Full speed ahead plunged the 
Texas toward the enemy and up fluttered the vari-col- 
ored flags signalling ““The enemy is trying to escape.” 

merging from the mouth of the harbor the six Spanish 
ships turned in line ahead, sharp to the westward, firing 
every gun they could bring to bear and crowding on all 
steam, The officers, with pistols in hand, stood over the 
firemen to keep them up to their work, and the gun 
crews were so hurried that they had no time to aim or 
io do anything save to thrust ammunition into the 
breeches and discharge it. 

\ “Post” correspondent says: “On the cruisers Vizcaya, 
Teresa and Oquendo the effect of the fire of the Iowa 
und Oregon was the same. First, a burst of steam from 
the boiler room, then the hissing of the safety-valve, 
opened in a vain effort to relieve the stokers and oilers; 
then the helm put hard aport and the vessel headed for 
shore. Next there was an explosion aft, and forward a 
smother of smoke, in which were tongues of red flame, 
and at once after that came the white flag, taking the 
plice of the red and orange flag at the masthead. The 
Oquendo’s captain put oil on the decks and shot himself. 
The erew were in such a hurry to surrender that they 
waved a tablecloth from the forecastle.” 

The Vizeaya hauled down her flag just in time to save 
part of her crew from destruction. The Ericsson was 
racing swiftly up to her, and was preparing to let out a 
iorpedo, when a quartermaster, looking through the 
smoke, shouted to Lieut. Usher, “Too late! The flag’s 
down,” 

following the very intelligent account in the New 
York “Sun” we learn that almost before the leading 
ship was clear of the shadow of Morro Castle the fight 
hid begun. Adml. Cervera started it by a shell from 
the Almirante Oquendo, to which he had transferred his 
lug. It struck none of the American vessels. In a 
twinkling the big guns of the Texas belched forth their 
thunder, which was followed immediately by a heavy 
fire from our other ships. The Spaniards hoped to get 
away by their superior speed, but as they ran they 
poured a heavy fire into our ships from which they did 
not totally escape, though none of them received serious 
injury. The fire directed against the Texas was so hot 
that Capt. John W. Philip, who commands her, ordered 
the ship to be run from the conning tower. This was a 
providential move, for a moment later a shell from one 

the Spanish cruisers tore through the pilot house. It 
\ould have killed the wheelman and perhaps everybody 

the bridge had they remained there. For half an 
hour the shells whistled all about the ship, but only one 
v\her struck it. This tore a hole through the ash hoist 


umidships and exploded inside the smokestack. No one 


Was injured. 
The din of the guns was so terrific that orders had 
to be yelled close to the messengers’ ears, and at times 
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the smoke was so thick that absolutely nothing could be 
seen, Once or twice the 12-inch guns in the turrets were 
swung across the ship and fired. The concussion shook 
the great vessel as though she had been struck by a 
great ball, and everything movable was splintered. The 
men near the guns were thrown flat on their faces, One 
of them, a seaman named Scarm, was tumbled down a 
hatch into the forward handling room. His leg was 
broken. 

Capt. Philip, who. directed every movement, Executive 
Officer Harper, Navigation Officer Milner, Cadet Rey- 
nolds, manipulating the range finder, and a few mes- 
sengers stood outside on the conning tower platform. 
Meanwhile the fleeter Oregon coming in on the run 
passed the Texas and following the still fleeter Brook- 
lyn started to head off the foremost of the Spanish ships. 
The lowa also turned her course westward, and kept up 
a hot fire on the running enemy. At 10.10 one of the 
Spanish ships was seen to be afire and heading for the 
shore and a mighty cheer went up from our ships. At 
10.30 o’clock the Infanta Maria Teresa and Vizcaya 
were almost on the beach, and were evidently in distress. 
As the Texas was firing at them a white flag was run 
up on the one nearest her. “Cease firing,” called Capt. 
Philip, and a moment later both the Spaniards were 
beached. Twenty minutes later, at 10.50 a. m., Adml. 
Cervera’s flagship, the Almirante Oquendo, suddenly 
headed in shore with the Brooklyn and the Oregon 
abeam and the slower Texas astern. The Brooklyn and 
Oregon pushed on after the Cristobal Colon, which was 
making fine time and which looked as if she might es- 
cape, leaving the Texas to finish the Almirante 
Oquendo, which was already afire. At 11.05 her flag 
came down and soon after she was shaken by a mighty 
explosion just as the Texas got clear of her. 

Following the still fleeing Cristobal Colon, the Brook- 
lyn, under the direction of Commo. Schley, following a 
parallel course started well out from the shore in order 
to try to cut off the Cristobal Colon at a point jutting 
out into the sea far ahead. The Oregon kept a niiddle 
course about a mile from the cruiser, and the Texas fol- 
lowed with her topmost speed for two hours under forced 
draught, making such time as she has never equalled 
since her trial trip. The Brooklyn gradually forged 
ahead, so that the escape of the Cristobal Colon was cut 
off at the point mentioned. The Oregon was abeam 
of the Colon then, At 1.15 the last of the Spanish ships 
headed for the shore, and five minutes later her flag 
came down, while the nearest of our ships was still a 
mile away. Commo. Schley left the Brooklyn in a small 
boat and went aboard the Cristobal Colon and received 
the surrender. Meantime the New York, with Adml. 
Sampson on board, and the Vixen were coming up on 
the run. Commo. Schley signalled to Adml. Sampson: 
“We have won a great victory; details will be communi- 
cated.” 

Meanwhile the two torpedo boat destroyers had been 
disposed of. They had come out after the cruisers with- 
out being seen, and were heading west down the coast. 
“All small guns on the torpedo boats” was the order 
on the Texas, and in an instant a hail of shot was pour- 
ing all about them. A six-pounder from the starboard 
battery of the Texas, under Ensign Gise, struck the 
foremost torpedo boat fairly in the boiler and put her 
out of commission. It was reserved for the little con- 
verted yacht commanded by Capt. Wainwright, execu- 
tive officer of the Maine when she was destroyed, to 
dispose of the second destroyer. To him also fell the 
honor of receiving the surrender of Adml, Cervera, who 
had asked him to send a guard ashore to protect his 
men from a threatened attack by Cuban guerillas. 

The Almirante Oquendo was run ashore in a small 
bay and now lies well up on the beach where she is 
likely to stay. The Infanta Maria Teresa is lying further 
along the coast to the westward and is in a somewhat 
better condition, though it is doubtful if she can be 
turned to any further account. The Colon, which went 
ashore some fifty miles to the westward off Santiago 
harbor, floated off at 7 o’clock in the evening and drifted 
500 yards down the beach at Tarquino Point, swinging 
bow out. The New York pushed her back stern on the 
beach, but the water was already up to her gun deck. 
At 11 o’clock she was lurched and turned over on her 
starboard side, with her port guns pointing straight up 
to the sky. She lies only in four fathoms of water, but 
it is unlikely that she can ever be saved. She is not 
materially damaged by shot, but the Spaniards took 
every measure to destroy her as they did other vessels 
by opening the sea valves and throwing the caps over- 
board opening the ports and smashing the deadlights. 
They also threw the breachplugs of their guns overboard. 
The Vizcaya is a hopeless ‘wreck. Beside the gaping 
shot wounds in her sides her bows were blown out by 
the explosion of her forward magazines or a torpedo 
and she is very much in the condition that the Maine 
was after the explosion. 

Lieut. Usher, of the Ericsson, who went to the aid of 
the Vizcaya, said: “The American shells had torn holes 
through her 12-inch Harveyized stern and her port 
armor plates. Through them I could see naked men, 
bloody and gashed, roasting in the shell. Her guns had 
been left shotted, and were going off by themselves from 
heat, but we took care and got alongside. 

“Her decks and sides were red-hot. Two men stark 
nude were climbing down a davit-tackle, and as the 
ship rolled they would swing against her scorching side, 
then swing out and back again. 

“I took one hundred and ten off the Vizcaya, all bare 
as when they were born. On the Oquendo and Colon 
the officers and men took pains to dress as for parade. 
All the crew of the Colon were in fine fresh clothes, even 
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to underwear. While the vessel was sinking they put 
on their best. Some of the sailors were so drunk that 
they had to be hoisted in a sling. The Spanish chap- 
lains, surgeons and officers would not assist in caring for 
their own wounded. The third officer of the Maria 
Teresa, who, with 450 of his men is on the Harvard, 
says that the Spanish ships were overwhelmed with the 
intensity of the American fire. “We could not breathe,’ 
he said, ‘and were blinded with the fire. We knew 
from the first that there was no chance of escape.’ ” 

Preparations for the sortie had been made for four 
days, and the vessels were provisioned for a long voyage. 

Wrecking vessels have been sent to see if some- 
thing cannot be saved for us out of the general wreck, 
but the prospect is not encouraging. 

All the casualties on the American side in destroying 
Cervera’s fleet were on the Brooklyn, which was hit 36 
times; only one man was killed and two wounded. Five 
hundred of the prisoners are wounded, 200 seriously and 
300 slightly. Those whose wounds are most serious have © 
been transferred to the Solace and the Olivette. The 
Vizcaya suffered the heaviest loss, more than half her * 
men being reported killed. There are 700 of the prison- 
ers on the Harvard, 300 on the St. Louis and 504 on the 
Resolute, while other prisoners are distributed about 
the other vessels of the fleet. Adml. Cervera is on the 
Iowa, Capt. Eulate aboard the St. Louis and the com- 
mander of the Cristobal Colon is on Adml. Sampson's 
flagship, the New York. A report comes that those on 
the Harvard attempted to seize the vessel and six were 
killed and 15 wounded in quelling the outbreak. 

Adml. Sampson on July 5 received instructions from 
the Navy Department to send the Spanish prisoners to 
Portsmouth, N. H., where they will be confined on 
Seavey Island. Here steps toward the erection of bar- 
racks has already begun. For the Spanish officers quar- 
ters are being prepared at Annapolis. 

The rapidity with which the Spanish warships 
burned, especially the Vizcaya, seems surprising, and 
there must have been a large quantity of inflammable 
material on the vessels. The naked Spaniards were sup- 
plied with clothes by our officers, and the men were 
dumbfounded at this display of kindness towards them. 
It was evidently far from what they had been taught 
to expect. The rescue of the Spaniards after their sur- 
render was promptly made, and Cubans ashore who 
were firing at struggling Spaniards on burning vessels 
and in the water were quickly made to desist, The 
Spanish fleet was well supplied with munitions of war 
as well as rations. 


OUR ARTILLERY IN FLORIDA, 

On page 849, second column, of our issue of June 25, 
we said: H Battery, 4th Art., Capt. Cummins, reported as 
forming part of the expedition, is at Fort Monroe. This 
is a mistake. H Battery, etc., did form part of the expedi- 
tion, with E Battery, Capt. Ennis, of the 4th Art. At 
Camp Rodgers, near Tampa, Fla., are concentrated or 
will be in the immediate future, all the siege guns, how- 
itzers, mortars, material, etc., in the United States for 
the purpose of organizing a siege train presumably for 
the invasion of Cuba or some other foreign country. 
Four batteries up to this time, viz.: EB and H of the 4th 
and K and M of the 5th have constituted the battalion 
under the command of Sami. M. Mills. Two batteries 
have been detached, heretofore mentioned, with four 
siege guns, four howitzers and six field mortars. An- 
other battery, M, of the 5th is under orders for the field, 
Capt. Whistler in command, with four siege guns, four 
howitzers and four 7-inch mortars, fully equipped with 
horses, etc. There will arrive, or there have already ar- 
rived, four additional heavy batteries to form part of 
this train, viz.: Batteries B and G, Sth Art., Lieut. 
Buckey and Capt. Reed, commanding, respectively; Bat- 
tery H, 7th Art., Lieut. Hubbard commanding, and Bat- 
tery E, 6th Art., Capt. Sage commanding, making a to- 
tal of eight batteries of heavy artillery, and when filled 
to their authorized strength of 200 men to a battery (two 
of the batteries are already of that strength) will make a 
very respectable command, though very deficient in offi- 
cers. The artillery at Camp Rodgers are making reason- 
able progress in the organization of the train, consider- 
ing the thousand and one difficulties in trying in thirty 
days to organize and establish a branch of the service 
which requires years to perfect. It is part of our defec- 
tive system, though, and all are doing their best. 

The Government continues to receive various sugges- 
tions as to the best way of circumventing the Spaniards 
at Santiago. One man writes ta say that the Depart- 
ment should fill a lot of canal boats with stones and 
sink them at the mouth of Santiago Harbor. Another 
genius would fill these same boats with Portland cement, 
which would harden on touching water, thus shutting in 
the Spaniards hopelessly. Still another oracle would send 
in these boats filled with coal oil, which he would pump 
out in the harbor, so that the surface of the water would 
be covered with oil. Then he would set fire to this, and 
literally “roast” the Spaniards. One inventor has a Fer- 
ris-wheel arrangement, that takes up soldiers in batches 
to high altitudes, and gives them a chance to “pepper” 
the enemy before descending.

The Santiago, Capt. Charles P. Leighton, of the Ward 
Line, was fired upon and narrowly mi between Y 
and 9:05 o’clock a. m. of Wednesday, June 22d, range in 
excess of four miles. It is supposed that Krupp 11-inch 
guns were used. Firing was done from a battery inside 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba or back of the city. 
Gen. Kent, his Aide, Lieut. Carturight, Maj. Reade, 
Capt. Taggart, Lieut. Jackson, A. D. C., and other offi- 
cers were in the pilot house fully four miles from the en- 
trance of the harbor. When exactly opposite the narrow 
mouth quite an extended view was gained, and all 
eagerly brought their glasses to bear upon the locality 
where Asst. Naval Constr. Richmond Pearson Hobson 
so successfully sunk the collier Merrimac or where tie 
gallant American officer and his crew of seven has been 
confined since June 3d. The bombardment of Santiago 
de Cuba was in progress at the time, and the smoke puffs 
from our men-of-war, the yellow dust-clouds or water- 
jets, indicating where the Sampson-Schley_ projectiles 
struck, were noted with vivid interest by the 800 and 
odd U. 8S. Infantry soldiers aboard the steamship San- 
tiago, but no one apparently thought that the transport 
would be made a target of. No other transport had been 
fired at. True, the Santiago was nearer to the Spaniards 
than any other unarmored vessel. 

At exactly 9 o’clock the bobbery kicked up in the water 
just east of the ship, followed by a very ominous sound, 
made Lieut. Col. Ewers, Commanding 9th Inf., and Maj. 
Eskridge, Commanding 1st Battalion, 10th int., stare 
and their commands yell with derision. About two min- 
utes later a second projectile, having enough energy to 
sink the transport, boomed midship over the smoke- 
stacks, splurging the sea waves barely two hundred 
yards away. It was like the first shot—a good liner— 
only requiring a fraction less of elevation to have sent 
the Santiago to Davy Jones’s locker. The Ist Div., 5th 
Army Corps, men had an opportunity to then see what 
kind of stuff their officers are made of. ARMY. 





NAVY CHANGES. 

The July Navy Register, proofs of which are now 
heing revised in the office of the Bureau of Navigation, 
presided over by Capt. A. S. Crowningshield, will show 
a large number of important changes since the issue of 
the January register of this year. 210 vessels are in 
commission. according to the new register, the greatest 
uumber in active service since the civil war. One hundred 
and fourteen of these ships are auxiliary to the Navy. 
Of the regular Navy eleven vessels belong to the first 
class; eighteen to the second class; forty-three to the 
third class; six to the fourth class; twelve are tugs, six 
sailing vessels, five receiving ships and twelve are un- 
serviceable: 

There are thirty-five torpedo boats building and au- 
thorized, and thirty-three vessels of all rates other than 
torpedo boats are under construction or authorized. The 
ships of the auxiliary navy include thirty-six cruisers and 
yachts, thirty-two steamers and colliers, twenty-five 
tugs, fifteen revenue cutters, four lighthouse tenders and 
two Fish Commission vessels. 

Rear Adm!, W. A. Kirkland was the senior officer of 
the service until July 3, when he relegated to the re- 
tired list, being succeeded by Rear Adml. J. N. Miller, 
now Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific station. Rear 
Adm, Miller will only hold the position of senior officer 
until Nov. 22, when he will be retired, and Rear Adml. 
Fk. N. Bunce, commandant of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
will succeed him. Rear Adml. Bunce’s retirement takes 
lace a month later, and then Rear Adml. George 
Jewey, Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic squadron, 
will assume the coveted office of ranking officer of the 
service, which he will hold for one year. 

Commo. F. V. MeNair is the senior officer on the list 
of Commodores, and he has been promoted to the va- 
eancy and assigned to duty as Superintendent of the Na- 
val Academy, caused by the retirement of Rear Adml. 
Kirkland. His promotion will advance Capt. W. T. 
Sampson to the grade of Commodore. Although Capt. 
Sampson now ranks as a Rear Admiral by reason of a 
gunboat commission given him by the President, he re- 
og only the pay of a Captain, which is his actual 
rank. 

Comdr. F. W. Dickins is the ranking officer of his 
grade, and he will receive his promotion to a Captaincy 
on July 3. Lieut. Comdr. Charles O. Allibone is the 
senior officer of his grade; Lieut. Clayton S. Richman, 
that of the grade which he holds; Lieut. F. K. Hill, that 
of Lieutenant, junior grade, and Ensign Richard H. 
Jackson, that of Ensign. Med. Dir. C. J. Cleborne is 
the senior officer of this corps; Pay Dir. C. H. Eldridge 
is at the head of the Pay Corps, and Chief Engr. Philip 
Inch holds a like position in the Engineer Corps. 

The register shows that the active list of the Navy has 
a grand total of 1,755 officers, of whom 781 are line ofti- 
cers, including 65 Cadets at sea, 161 medical officers, 
111 pay officers, 209 Engineers, including 21 Cadets at 
sea; 24 Chaplains, 11 professors, 37 constructors, 15 
Civil Engineers, 190 warrant officers, sailmakers and 
mates and 216 Cadets at the Naval Academy, about 
half of whom are temporarily at sea. 

Six hundred and ninety-three officers have been ap- 
pointed for duty during the war, of whom 348 are serv- 
ing in the line, 48 in the Medical Corps, 38 in the Pay 
Corps, 225 in the Engineer Corps and 34 in other grades. 
There are 182 officers of the retired list employed on act- 


ive duty. Twenty-four Second Lieutenants have been 
added to the Marine Corps for service during the war. 

There have been 16 retirements for age since Jan. 1, 
1898, among them those of Kear. Admis. L. A. Beards- 
lee and T. O. Selfridge, Jr., and 22 deaths. Among 
those who died were Capt. C. V. Gridley, who command- 
ed the cruiser Olympia in the battle of Manila Bay; 
Comdr. Horace Elmer, Lieut. F. W. Jenkins and Asst. 
Engr. D. R. Merritt, who were drowned on the Maine; 
Knsign J. C. Breckinridge, Jr., late Executive Officer of 
the torpedo boat Cushing, who was swept from the deck 
of that vessel and drowned, and Ensign Worth Bagley, 
who was killed at Cardenas. 


CAMP THOMAS, GEORGIA. 
(Correspondence of the “Army and Navy Jourunal.’’) 

There is in this camp a brigade of light batteries that 
presents a condition of things beyond belief. When they 
came here they were of various strengths, depending 
on the political game being played in the States they 
came from. Six had 121 men, four had 100 men, one 
had 78 men, three had two Ist Lieutenants and one 2d 
Lieutenant, eight had one Ist Lieutenant and two 2d 
Lieutenants. Under recent orders they have all been 
filled up to 173 total enlisted each. This would indicate 
that it was the intention of the Adjutant Generais Ve- 
partment to place them all on a war footing, having six 
guns, nine cuissons and 144 horses. ‘he Urdnance Ve- 
partment furnishes four guns and four cannon. ‘The 
Quartermaster’s Department decides that 75 horses are 
to be allowed to each battery. Can the average military 
mind grasp this absurdity’ If they are to have but 
four guus each, they have 38 men too many. Whaat is to 
be done with these men in the field? If the batteries are 
to be placed on a war footing, 144 horses are required, 
and not but 75 as decided by the Quartermaster General. 
ls there any way that this ridiculous state of affairs 
can be ended? ‘Lhe tine officers are perfectly heipiess. 
All the reports show the exact condition of things as 
previously stated, : 

The disgust at the way this brigade is being treated 
continues, and as there is a good deal of latent political 
strength in the command, the attention of the Secretary 
of War will probably be called to this howling farce. 
Here are eleven light batteries filled to a strength of 173 
enlisted men each. The Ordnance Department has de- 
cided that each battery shall have four guns, four cais- 
sons and one combined battery wagon and forge. ‘The 
Quartermaster’s Department has decided that each bat- 
tery shall have 75 horses. The regulations say that a 
four-gun battery shall have 84 men and 66 horses. Now, 
supposing that the staff corps prevail, what is to be 
done with the 89 surplus men in each battery? 





SPAIN’S FLEET EN ROUTE TO MANILA. 

The nine vessels of the Spanish fleet, under Adm. 
Camara, after coaling, entered the Suez Canal at Port 
Said on July 5, its supposed destination being Manila. 
The fleet consists of the battleship Pelayo, armored crui- 
ser Carlos V., the unprotected cruisers Patriota, Isla 
Panay, and Rapido, and the Buenos Ayres, the trans- 
ports and supply vessels San Augustin, and San Fran- 
cisco, and the hospital ship San Ignacio de Loyola. ‘The 
torpedo boat destroyers Audaz, t’rosepina, and Usada 
did not sail with the fleet, and it is understood that they 
will remain in home waters. Assuming that this Span- 
ish fleet is really bound for Manila, which may be ques- 
tioned, it should reach there about Aug. 10, after allow- 
ing for fairly rapid steaming, of 2UU miles per day. 
Rear Adml. Dewey, who is 7,000 miles from San Fran- 
cisco, will be reinforced by several powerful vessels 
before the Spanish fleet is sighted. ‘hese include the 
monitors Monterey and Monadnock, and the cruiser 
Charleston. ‘The Monterey and Charleston have already 
arrived at Manila, the Monadnock, assuming she can 
make 200 miles a day, should reach Manila by the end 
of July. Adml, Dewey’s fleet will thus consist of power- 
ful fighting ships, not counting coal and other supply 
vessels. The vessels that would welcome the Spanish 
Admiral are the monitors Monterey, Comdr. Leutze, 
and the Monadnock, Capt. Whiting. The protected 
cruisers Baltimore, Capt. Dyer; Boston, Capt. Wilder; 
Charleston, Capt. Glass; Olympia, Capt. Lamberton; 
gunboats Concord, Capt. Walker; Petrel, Comdr. Wood, 
and Raleigh, Capt. Coghlan. lither of the monitors 
should be able to take care of the big Pelayo, and with 
this vessel and the Carlos VY. disposed of the rest of the 
Spanish fleet amount to nothing, being mostly auxiliary 
cruisers or troopships. in the way of armor, the Pe 
layo, the star vessel of the Spanish fleet, for example, 
has a belt varying from 17.7 inches to 11.8 inches. Her 
barbettes are 11.8 inches, her bulkheads 15.7 inches, and 
the protective deck 3.5 inches. ‘This armor is steel. 

The U. 8S. monitor Monterey has 13 inches of armor 
on her side, 14 inches on barbettes and a protective deck 
3 inches thick. The armor on the Carlos VY. is 9.8 
inches thick on the barbettes, and she has a protective 
deck of 6.5 inches. The monitor Monadnock has a 
Y-inch steel belt and 7.5-inch turrets and a 2-inch steel 
deck. number of troops are on each vessel of the 
Spanish fleet. 
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There are conflicting accounts of the fight between the 
auxiliary cruiser St. Paul and the Spanish torpedo boat 
destroyer Terror. The Terror appears to have been 
struck twice before she got within range with her tor- 
pedoes. At a distance of three miles it is stated the 
skipper of the British steamer Ravensdale, who wit- 
nessed the fight says: “A shot from the St. Paul struck 
the Terror on the port side abaft her third funnel. It 
crashed into the engine room, where it exploded. The 
chief engineer, who was a Spaniard, was hit in the head 
by a piece of the flying shell as he held the throttle. 
He was hurled into the machinery and met his death in 
that manner. The assistant engineer had both his legs 
cut off by fragments of the shell and died next day on 
shore. he killing of the engineer and the disabling of 
his assistant left no one to work the engines. But for 
this the Terror would have made a dash to torpedo the 
St. Paul, and she would not have been in port to-day. 
Another of the American's shots struck the Terror’s 
deck. The latter had a hole in her side about two feet 
high and eight inches wide, but I don’t believe her ma- 
chinery was disabled by the American fire. Her ex- 
haust pipe was hit, and that caused her to leak. When 
I left San Juan on June 26 repairs to the torpedo boat 
had nearly been completed, and I guess she is now as 
good as ever. There were no more than two killed and 
about four or five wounded on the Terror.” Another 
account reports three killed and eleven wounded. 


Sergt. Marcus Denison Russell, of the “Rough Riders,” 
who was killed June 24 in battle near Santiago de Cuba, 
was related to several prominent Baltimore families. He 
was educated at St. John’s Military School, at Sing 
Sing, N. Y., and in 1889 served as Aide-de-Camp on 
the staff of Governor Hill, with the rank of Colonel. 








A newspaper dispatch says: “A Senator who went ty 
the War Department this morning to talk about ap- 
pointments, informed me that he found the Presiden; 
and the Secretary of War so distressed about Snatfter 
that they positively refused to consider the subject of 
patronage. ‘This is certainly a hopeful sign. 





Wire fences the world over have been found an ex. 
ceedingly economical and effective fence against most 
kinds of stock. lt has remained for Spanish ingenuity 
to turn barbed wire into a recognized implement of war. 
The experiments of fencing out the insurgents by means 
of “trochas” constructed of this material were not a)- 
together convincing, as the elusive Cubans paid very 
little attention to them. The same tactics reappeared 
at Santiago. How much power a wire fence has to keep 
out “Yankees” will probably appear later on. 





The National Rifle Association of Great Britain met 
Saturday, May 27, in the ‘heatre of the Royal United 
Service Institution, the Duke of Cambridge presiding. 
Sir Henry Fletcher, M. P., chairman of the councij, 
read a memorandum setting forth various technica} 
changes in the regulations and additions to the prize 
list. Unlimited entry single rank competitions have been 
restored and a new feature will be the firing at 1,000 
yards with a view to also having contests at 800, Su) 
and 1,000 yards open throughout the meeting. 





Opinions will no doubt differ as to the wisdom of the 
present move of sending a fleet of war vessels for active 
operations against the coast of Spain. Probably such 
an expedition would be intended quite as much for its 
moral effect as with any expectation of doing serious 
damage. Unfortunately there is a possibility that the 
presence of this fleet in Kuropegn waters may have « 
directly opposite effect to that which is designed. Spain 
is just now almost in the throes of revolution. Lis. 
tracted councils, hostile factions and an empty treasury 
are fighting our battles for us in a most effective way. 
There is certainly danger that the prospect of a home 
attack may unite all these warring parties, and put new 
life into what is now an everywhere failing cause. 





With so many officers killed and wounded, many of 
them with long and honorable records, known all over 
the Army for previous faithful and meritorious service, 
it is almost impossible to give to each that special meed 
of praise which our feelings prompt us to. There are 
many of the younger officers with whom the “Army and 
Navy Journal” hus not had an intimate personal ac- 
quaintance, but we feel that old companionship and 
knowledge of their worth would justify us in speaking 
of many “quae nunc prescribere longum” mourning for 
those whose gallant deaths have cast a gloom over the 
Army, and congratuating others who have escaped ani 
who may look forward to renewed honor and the grate- 
ful praise of their admiring countrymen.

France has 
gradually extended her frontier to Morocco, and we can 
not tolerate her presence opposite the key of the Medit 
erranean at Gibraltar.”

We are extremely glad to find so many of our news 
paper exchanges now advocate what we have so stren- 
uously urged for many, many years. For instance, the 
Hartford “Courant” says: “The Regular Army was 
much too small—almost ridiculously too small—before 
the war. We are now a nation of seventy millions. We 
are reaching out for new territory—perhaps may ac- 
quire and retain a great deal more than we dreamed 
of when this war began. Anyhow, we have acquired 
new ‘interests’ in remote regions. We have excited new

suspicions and jealousies, if not rankling animosities. To 
reduce the Army to the picayune peace basis of 1897 would 
be more than an imprudence—it would be a folly. We 
do not need or want an ‘overgrown military establish- 
ment,’ but we do need an Army large enough to answer 
the purposes and do the work for which armies are 
maintained by free and peace-loving countries. That 
we shall have in future, if we have learned our lesson 
and if we care enough about the matter to teach our 
Congresses theirs. The question is, Have we—and do 
we? 
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CORPS BADGES—OLD AND NEW. 

We give here illustrations of the designs for corps 
hadges recently adopted and described in the “Army and 
Navy Journal” of last week. Side by side with them are 
produced the badges adopted during the Civil War for 
the corps bearing corresponding numbers. The old 
badges are printed in solid figures, the new in outline 
with shadings indicating, the colors to be used—red, 
white and blue for the different divisions, and yellow for 
the Cavalry. Red is represented by vertical lines, blue 
py horizontal lines and yellow by diagonal lines running 
from left to right.

To the Secretary of the Navy, Washington, D. C.: 

At 9.30 a. m. the Spanish squadron, seven in all, in- 
cluding one gunboat, came out of Santiago in column 
and were totally destroyed within an hour except the 
Cristobal Colon, which was chased forty-five miles to 
westward by the Commander in Chief, Brooklyn, Ore- 
gon and Texas, surrendering to the Brooklyn, but was 
beached to prevent sinking. None of our officers or men 
were injured except on board the Brooklyn. Chief Yeo- 
man Ellis was killed and one man wounded. Adm. 
Cervera, all commanding officers excepting of the 
Oquendo, about seventy other officers and six hundred 
men are prisoners. About 350 killed or drowned and 160 
wounded, the latter being cared for on the Solace and 
the Olivette. Have just arrived off Santiago on th: 
Marblehead to take charge while the Commander in 
Chief is looking out for Cristobal Colon.

cedes was seen by the Massachusetts, which vessel had 
her searchlight on the channel, coming out of the harbor 
of Santiago. The Massachusetts and the Texas opened 
fire, and the Spanish vessel was sunk opposite Estrella 
Cove. I am inclined to think that it was the intention 
to sink her in the channel, thus blocking the harbor 
entrance. If so, this plan was defeated by the fire of 
the ships, as she lies on the edge of the channel and 
does not block it.

The following copy of a dispatch was received at the 
War Department, through the cable office at Playa de! 
Este, on July 7: 

To the General-in-Chief, Havana: 

In compliance with your orders I went out yesterday 
from Santiago de Cuba with all the squadron, and after 
an unequal combat against forces more than triple mine, 
had all my squadron destroyed by fire. The Teresa. 
Oquendo and Vizcaya beached, and the Colon fleeing. | 
accordingly informed the Americans and went ashore 
and gave myself up. The torpedo chasers foundered. 
I do not know how many people are lost, but it will 
surely reach 600 dead and many wounded. Although 
not in such great numbers, the living are prisoners of 
the Americans. The conduct of the crews rose to a 
height that won the most enthusiastic plaudits of the 
enemy. The commander of the Vizcaya surrendered his 
vessel, The crew are very grateful for the noble gener- 
osity with which they are treated. Among the dead 
is Villamil, and I believe Lazaga, and among the wound 
ed Cancas and Eulate. We have lost all and are neces- 
sarily depressed. CERVERA. 





It is interesting to recall just now what was 
said by our learned contemporary, the London “Engi 
neer,” on the subject of the relative efficiencies of Span- 
ish and American vessels, in the article we reproduced 
April 30. In that article the “Engineer” said: ‘The 
result of investigation, however, proves that, though 
the number of separate pieces of ordnance carried in 
the Spanish ships is less than that contained in the 
American squadron, the weight of metal thrown and the 
fire energy developed is far greater. The main 
factor in the product of gun power on the Spanish ves- 
sels is the output of energy created by the quick-firing 
guns of 5.5 caliber.” Of the 5.5 calibers there were 
thirty on the Spanish vessels destroyed, and none on our 
vessels attacking them. Continuing, the “Engineer” 
said: “There is an important difference, too, as regards 
speed and handiness in favor of the Spanish vessels, the 
average rate of her ships being 23.67 knots per hour, 
against an average of 19.63 as ruling in those of the 
United States. This degradation in the average is due 
to the comparatively slow-steaming of the three battle- 
ships. It is difficult to see where the usefulness of these 
heavily armed floating citadels comes in—except to cap 
ture and sink the Pelayo. The main factors of projectile 
weight and fire energy which the American uadron 
possesses are due to the slow-firing 13-inch and 8-inch 
guns of these battleships. Yet there is small chance of 
their ever catching a glimpse of the swift and handy 
armored cruisers of the Vizcaya type, and still less 
chance of their getting an effective shot at them.” Per- 
haps the shots fired at the Spanish vessels commanded 
by Cervera were not effective according to the mathe- 
maties of the “Engineer,” but they will do. As to speed, 
the disparity was far greater than that shown above. 
The average speed of the six American vessels actually 
in the thick of the fight, the New York being away, was 
17.37 knots. The average speed of the six Spanish 
vessels destroyed was 23.04 knots, or one-third more. 
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Our correspondent at Miami, Fla., says: “The camp. 
here is very pleasant indeed. The drill grounds are a 
mile and a half away, however, and quite a stretch of 
sandy road to cover on the way there, but all this only 
hardens the troops for the work before them in Cuba. 
The men in the ist Texas are all in good spirits and 
eager for the fray.”

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FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


This week closes the record of the second session of 
the Fifty-fifth Congress, before which have come more 
important questions than any which have been consid- 
ered since the present generation came upon the stage. 
The principal work of the closing week has been the 
passage by the Senate of the joint resolution providing 
for the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands. As the re- 
sult shows, this action is approved by the judgment of a 
large majority in both Houses of Congress, as it is in 
accord with the declared wishes of the President. We 
believe that it will be also approved by public sentiment. 
Indeed, it is only by taking advantage of the extra- 
ordinary license of debate allowed by the Senate, that 
favorable action has been so long delayed by a minority 
not numbering more than one-third of the Senators. The 
final yote by which the resolution providing for annexa- 
tion was 42 in favor to 21 ageinst. As Senator. Hoar 
showed, its adoption adds thirteen hundredths of one 
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per cent. to our population, and eighty-four one thou- 
sandths of one per cent. to our domain, and is simply a 
manly assumption of responsibility toward the little isl- 
and sseahie which we could not honorably escape if we 
would. 

The bill allowing Volunteer soldiers pay from the date 
of their enrollment and reporting for duty has been con- 
curred in by both Houses, Also the bill permitting the 
assignment of a staff officer to other duties than those 
pertaining directly to the position he holds, and the bill 
to protect mine and to o defences from torpedoes. 

he bill to increase the number of Post Quartermaster 
Sergeants passed the Senate July 7. 

The two Houses in conference settled their disagree- 
ments over the bills to increase the Quartermaster’s and 
Commissaries’ Departments, and passed the two bills. 
The amendments to the Quartermaster’s bill restores the 
twenty Assistant Quartermasters, and gives the right 
to the Secretary of War to assign an officer of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department in charge of each principal 
depot, limiting the number to twelve. It also inserts the 
same provision in this bill as in the Commissary bill, ad- 
vancing the officer assigned to this important duty one 
grade above his rank, whatever that may be, instead of 
the rank of Colonel or Lieutenant Colonel. It increases 
the rank somewhat over that provided for in the Senate 
he and reduces the rank as provided for in the House 

ill. 

The Senate on July 1 passed the House bill (H. R. 
10424) authorizing the appointment of an additional In- 
spector General with the rank of Colonel, one with the 
cae of Lieutenant Colonel, and one with the rank of 

ajor. 

In the Senate the bill (S. 4592) to pay certain judg- 
ments obtained against Capt. John é Bates oat ist 
Lieut. J. C. Techley per diem under orders was trans- 
ferred from the Committee on Military Affairs to the 
Committee on Claims. A resolution was submitted ask- 
ing the War Department for information as to the 
tests of high explosives for shells and their expense, 
whether explosives so tested were patented and how 
much it is proposed to pay for them and on what condi- 
tions, with copies of all correspondence on the subject. 

The Senate on July 2 passed the bill to increase the 
Ordnance Corps of the Army so amended as to provide 
for a Brigadier General, 4 Colonels, 5 Lieutenart Col- 
onels, 12 Majors, 24 Captains, 20 1st Lieutenants, and 
allowing ordnance officers to be assigned to Army or 
Corps Staffs with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, and to 
Division Staffs with the rank of Major. 

The Senate passed the joint resolution (S. 184) making 
homeopathic physicians eligible for appointments in the 
Medical Corps of the Army, Navy and Marine Hospital 
service, that is to say, all graduates in good standing of 
any chartered medical college. 

The Senate, July 2, passed the House bill providing for 
the enlistment of cooks in the Regular and Volunteer 
Armies. Mr. Sewell, from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported the bill (S. 4831) fixing the rank of the 
Adjutant General of the Army, with amendments, giving 
the rank of Major General only to the ppenent Adjutant 
General “during his term of office.” Ie also reported 
with amendments the joint resolution (H. R. 270) to cor- 
rect an omission relative to signal officers on the staff of 
corps commanders. 

The Senate added to a House appropriation for the 
payment of session employés $200,000 to provide for 
transportation home of officers and soldiers killed in ac- 
tion or dying beyond the limits of the United States, in 
camp or at places outside of the United States. 

Mr. Mason introduced a bill in the Senate (S. 4839) to 
establish the grade of Vice Admiral, and Mr. Thurston 
one (S. 4838) to restore to the active list Lieut. R. H. 
Townley, retired. 

Bills were introduced by Mr. Hull, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, on Wednesday, 
to carry into effect the latest recommendations of Sec- 
retary Alger authorizing the enlistment of 25,000 colored 
troops and the appointment of two Assistant Judge Ad- 
voecates General, with the rank of Colonel and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, respectively. 

A letter from the Secretary of War, transmitting a 
list of the names of all civilians appointed to positions 
in the Volunteer Army since April 24, 1898, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Military Affairs, and ordered 
to be printed. 

The bill permitting the erection of house of worship at 
West Point was passed by the Senate on Thursday. 
Also the bill to restore Maj. J. W. Wham to his full 
rank and pay. Bills were abe passed giving Chaplains 
of Volunteers the pay of a mounted Captain; permitting 
officers in the Regular or Volunteer Army to hold posi- 
tions as commissioners, superintendents or historians of 
national parks. 

Mr. Sewell introduced in the Senate a bill (S. 4851) 
for the relief of Comdr. Bowman H. McCalla, U. 8S. N. 

A joint resolution (S. Res, 181), giving the thanks of 
Congress to Commo. Schley, U. S. N., and the officers 
and men under him for destroying Cervera’s squadron, 
was introduced by Pettigrew, of South Dakota. It led 
to some discussion as to who was entitled to credit to the 
victory, amd as to why Commo. Schley was not men- 
tioned by Adml. Sampson in his dispatch. The resolu- 
tion was finally referred to the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs. 

The bill to give the present Adjutant General the rank 
of Major General during his term of office passed the 
Senate after some discussion. Mr. Pettus (Ala.) at- 
tacked the bill as a piece of favoritism, and Gen. Corbin, 
and the bill were warmly defended by Messrs. Hawley, 
Bates (Tenn.), Sewell, Foraker, Bacon, Hale and Pasco. 

Mr. Morgan (Ala.) objected to the form of the bill, 
and suggested that the proper form would be a provision 
that the Adjutant General of the Army should have the 
rank of Major General, leaving the President to make 
that promotion. As it was, it was favoritism and pro- 
motion by Congress instead of by the President. 

“What are you doing here,” said he, “but returning 
the compliment which Gen. Corbin has exercised very 
graciously by conferring titles and commissions on our 
sons. The name of almost every distinguished man on 
this floor has recently appeared as a commissioned offi- 
cer in the Army, and Gen. Corbin has had an agency 
in that. I am only sorry that I had not somebody to get 
a commission for.” 

Senate amendments were concurred in to the following 
House bill: To make the Chief Signal Officer on the 
staff of a Corps Commander a Lieutenant Colonel, 

The Deficiency Appropriation bill was finally agreed 
upon July 6 by the two Houses. Also the bill to in- 
erease the force of ordnance officers. 

The Senate substituted for the House bill to restore 
Paymr. J. W. Isham to his place in the Pay Corps was 
agreed to. F 

The Senate bill authorizing the President to appoint 
five additional cadets at Annapolis for next year was 
called up by Mr. Hilborn (Rep., Cal.), but after numer- 
ous inquiries as to the purpose of the bill, objection to 
its consideration was made by Mr. Handy (Dem., Del.). 
Mr. Hilborn said that it was the desire of the President 
to recognize several acts of heroism in the present war 
by naming relatives of deceased heroes as cadets, among 
them the son of Capt. Gridley of the Olympia, and a 
brother of Ensign Bagley of the torpedo boat Winslow.

pean station. Her three large masts with heavy spars 
which constituted her bark rig, have been replaced with 
military masts with fighting tops.

G. O. 8, H. Q. A., A. G. O., JUNE 29, 1898. 

1. With the approval of the Sec retary of War, an ex- 
penditure of not to exceed ten rounds of ammunition per 
month for each officer and enlisted man is hereby author- 
ized. In the training of Volunteer troops, great attention 
will be given to company, battalion, regimental and brigade 
drill and exercises, especially to such formations and move 
ments as will render the men rapidly efficient for attack and 
defence, marching in line of battle, by the flank, changes 
of. front, ploying and deploying, and picket and outpost 
duty. Especial instructions will be given officers and men 
in connection with the formation and use of advance and 
rear guards, as well as in the necessary precautions to be 
taken to guard against surprises and ambuscades, and the 
use of flankers and flanking detachments and columns for 
bodies of troops operating in the presence of the enemy. 
Officers and men will also be instructed in the General 
Rules for Fire Discipline, commencing at par. 534, Infantry 
Drill Regulations. 

2. It should be borne in mind that the object of all mili- 
tary instruction and drill is to teach officers and enlisted 
men, individually and as organizations, as quickly as pos- 
sible, the best methods of defeating the enemy with the 
least sacrifice of the lives of our men. In order to insure 
this result, the effective use of firearms in battle is neces- 
sary, and the rapid and thorough instruction of men in the 
use of their arms should in every possible way be expedited. 

3. The instruction of Volunteer troops and recruits which 
has been previously ordered by corps, division and brigade 
commanders, will include aiming, position drill and target 
practice. Regimental schools of instruction for officers, un- 
der the personal direction of regimental commanders, and 
schools of instruction for non-commissioned officers and in- 
telligent privates Sree under the supervision of company 
commanders, will be held not less than twice a week. Spe- 
cial inspections will be made by competent officers to deter- 
mine the number of men in all organizations who have not 
had practice with their rifles, and such men as have not had 
this practice will be so instructed without delay. Blank 
ammunition should be procured for preliminary firing; but 
where this cannot be obtained, actual practice with ball 
eartridges will be carried out at once, if it can be done with 
perfect eatety to everybody in and out of the Army. Fre-

Detail of Officers of the Regular Army on Courts Martial 
for the Trial of Volunteers.—As the act “To provide for 
temporarily increasing the military establishment of the 
United States in time of war,” approved April 22, 1898, de- 
clares that the Army of the United States, in time of war, 
shall consist of both the Regular Army and the Volunteer 
Army, it cannot be held that the Volunteer Army is, with 
reference to the Regular Army, “other forces,” within the 
meaning of the 77th Sirticle of War, but regular officers may 
now sit on courts martial for the trial of Volunteer officers 
or soldiers. 

Il. The following recommendation of the Surgeon Gen 
eral of the Army, respecting the examination of medical offl- 
cers appointed to fill vacancies in Volunteer regiments al- 
ready mustered into the service of the Unites States, .

Under the act “To provide for temporarily increasing the 
wilitary establishment of the United States in time of war,” 
approved April 22, 1898, the age limits for soldiers of the 
national forces are fixed at eighteen and forty-five years. 

Persons not less than eighteen nor more than forty-five years 
of age enlisting in the Volunteer Army and possessing the 
ether qualifications mentioned in the act are legally en- 
listed. Upon application to the Secretary of War and sat- 
isfactory proof that any volunteer soldier is under the age of 
eighteen, he will be at once discharged. Minors*over eigh- 
teen years of age are not entitled to discharge, but merit- 
orlous cases will be considered, All ———_ for dis- 
charge must be made through military channels to the Sec- 
retary of War. 

Attention is called to Paregrepee 970 and 971, ee ! Reg- 
ulations, and to Paragraph 827 of the Regulations, which is 
as follows:

Monsieur Louis Proal, Judge of the Court of Appeal, 
at Aix, France, is a recognized authority on the theory 
of crime and its punishment. His first important work, 
“Le Crime et La Pé6ine,” enjoyed the distinguished 
honor of being “crowned by the Institute.” It took 
much higher ground on the subject of the moral respon- 
sibility of criminals than most of the current literature 
on that subject, especially of the “Anthropological” sec 
tion of the Italian school, and was marked by so much 
scientific carefulness and such a sincere, elevated ethical 
spirit that its author at once took place among the fore- 
most authorities on the subject. The present work, “La 
Criminalite Politique,” which appeared originally in 1895, 
and now first appears in an English translation, con 
tains an able introduction by Prof. Franklin H. Gid- 
dings, of Columbia University. Such works as the pres- 
ent are especially opportune and serve distinctly to ele- 
vate the tone of society and give added moral strength 
to the better elements that are concerned in the manage- 
ment of political affairs. Prof. Giddings well epito- 
mizes the teachings of M. Proal, “science without con 
science is the ruin of the soul,” and “politics without 
morality are the ruin of society.” This volume is the 
fourth volume of the criminology series edited by Doug- 
las Morrison, and is published by D. Appleton & Co., 
New York. 





John Wiley & Sons publish in a substantial octavo 
volume of 754 pages “A Treatise on Military Law and 
the Constitution, Jurisdiction and Procedure of Courts- 
Martial.” Price, $7; cloth, $7.50. Its author is Lieut. Col. 
Geo. G. Davis, Deputy J. A. General, U. S. A., Profes- 
sor of Law at the U. S. Military Academy. Col. 
Davis is evidently industrious, as well as able and 
learned; otherwise we should not have such frequent 
occasion to notice the products of his pen ,which, if not 
as interesting as romances, have a substantial value 
that commends them to select if not to large audiences. 
The occasion for the present volume is found in the fact 
that the last ten years of military jurisprudence has 
been a period more fruitful in disciplinary legislation 
and decision than any since the creation of the military 
establishment. This is the only work that has been 
brought down to date, and includes a discussion of the 
recent and important changes in the military code. There 
have been substantial modifications in the procedure of 
courts-martial and important Army Boards which have 
been elaborately set forth, with citation of authorities and 
accompanied by a full set of forms that appear in an ap- 
pendix. The history of military tribunals and of the Arti- 
cles of War are fully traced; and the history of each Ar- 
ticle is followed by an interpretation of its several re- 
quirements. Such a work as this will prove invaluable 
to that large class of officers added to our military es- 
tablishment by the exigencies of war, who are 
called upon to study legal principles in their application 
to the administration of justice in the Army. In this 
work they will find the most complete treatise on the 
subject of military law which has thus far appeared. It 
is systematically arranged according to subjects and 
has a very full index, which makes it easy to ascertain 
the law upon any particular subject under discussion.

A NEW ARMY. 

We recently spoke of the appointment by the Presi- 
dent of a large number of college military graduates to 
be 2d Lieutenants—and of the beneficial influence this 
action would have in stimulating an interest in the mili- 
tary courses at the various universities and colleges. 
This leads us to say that the new conditions into which 
the country is passing, and is destined to exist, should im- 
pel it to encourage in every way those whose inclina- 
tions and personal qualities lead them to pursue the 
military life. The resources of the Military Academy, 
even if greatly enlarged, will be inadequate to supply 
the Army—which we will hereafter be compelled to keep 

with the necessary skilled officers. If with the lim- 
ited support which we now afford to the colleges we can 
get, as we have seen, a good body of intelligent and par- 
tially instructed officers, a more liberal assistance will 
enable us hereafter to get all we need. 

A very large proportion of these young men pursued 
their studies from an actual love of the military life. 
They, as well as a great many of the militia, entered 
into their work con amore, with no especial hope that 
there would be any tangible reward for them. From 
young men of this class we should seek such of our fu- 
ture officers as are to be appointed from civil life. En- 
tering as we are now upon an extensive national policy, 
a policy which will most probably involve complications 
with foreign powers, we shall require a large Army. 

The strictly regular constituents of the Army, as it at 
present exists, will be entirely insufficient. To garrison 
our seaboard forts properly and perform the police duty 
of our own country will be as much as a body of that 
size can attend to. How great a force will be required 
to hold our newly-acquired possessions can only be 
judgéd by experience. We shall at least have to largely 
increase the Army and the methods for so increasing 
it of its constitution and regular recruitment must nec- 
essarily be different from those now employed. Our 
military system must approach that of other military 
powers, and we can no longer rely on mere enthusiasm 
nor the inherent adaptability of our people to compose 
an Army for emergencies. 

Having in view the probability which confronts us, 
and considering the nature of our institutions and the 
characteristics of our people, we must utilize all the 
elements which make for the composition of an effective 
and national Army. Conscription or a draft is repug- 
nant to the American people; only to be resorted to in 
the last extremity. We have seen how the country has 
responded to a call to war. It is reasonable to assume 
that a very large proportion of our volunteers have 
enlisted not that they were particularly interested in 
(uba, but from a love of the excitements of war and the 
hope of reputation to be gained therein. 

We have a large body of young men, adventurous and 
enterprising. We shall continue to have them, and we 
will be able to look to them for our supply so long as 
they shall believe that the profession of war or the 
military service offers to them a career. We must offer 
them that inducement—give the reward of promotion 
to those who are in and the hope of appointment to 
those who have by study demonstrated their fitness 
for it. 

Military rank, even of the lowest grade, should not be 
given at the solicitation of influential people to ignor- 
int and incompetent persons. From the supply which 
ur national military institutions and universities afford 
we can get an admirable body of officers to which must 
be added the men promoted from the ranks. 

This will be a truly National Army. West Point and 
Annapolis can then be used solely for schools where the 





highest professional education shall be given. In- 
stead of sending to them, as now, youngsters who have 
everything to learn, we should make them great schools 
of application to which should be sent only those who 
have in actual service with the colors shown such 
marked proficiency as to warrant the Government in af- 
fording them exceptional opportunities. 

This much for the officers. How we should recruit and 
organize the large Army we shall need is a matter re- 
quiring much thought. There is no doubt that we are 
a warlike, though not essentially a military nation. Our 
people as a body are not attracted to an army life sim- 
ply by its spectacular aspects. Mere drills and parades 
do not appeal to them, Mr. Cleveland to the contrary. 
If they have a certain fixed value—represent results 
either material or in the line of reputation, enough will 
take an interest. There is a large and increasing num- 
ber of our young men who would hail a career in which 
with the excitement of action they would have the stimu- 
lant of ambition. We can raise and continue a large 
Army composed of the very best material. But this Army 
should be absolutely national, State control should be 
not only abandoned, but forbidden. Our recent experi- 
ences should have instructed us that forty-five distinct 
War Departments are too many. We have enough of 
them at Washington as it is. If there must be a sub- 
dividing of authority, let it be largely reduced and based 
on military requirements and not on State lines. If the 
territorial idea must be conceded to, let it embrace that 
of an organization suited to the immediate exigencies of 
the specific territory, i. e., provide our cavalry from 
equestrian localities, our seacoast artillery from the 
maritime States, and our special corps from those locali- 
ties where the previous habits and employments of the 
inhabitants have fitted them for the especial work. In 
fine, put the round men in the round holes and the 
square men in those which are square. All of this as- 
sumes a radical change in our Army administration. 
That this or something analogous to it is bound to come 
is absolutely certain if we shall determine on holding 
such conquests as we may make. We cannot afford to 
indulge in any haphazard ways. Even if we do not 
develop into a conquering and absorbing nation, our re-

A VETERINARY DEPARTMENT. 


A. H. Waddell, “late of the British Army Veterinary 
Department,” sends us an argument in favor of estab- 
lishing a veterinary department in our Army, such as 
they have in the British service. He says: “All the 
great armies of the Old World maintain a very efficient 
veterinary corps in connection with the mounted 
branches of their services, and no other element has been 
found of greater necessity, usefulness and importance 
than the one in question. Its importance and absolute 
necessity is proved by the enormous amount of money 
saved the Government yearly, not only in horses alone, 
but by the health, condition and efficiency of the horses 
of the mounted and transport services, which are due en- 
tirely to the efficiency of the veterinary officers of this 
most estimable and necessary department. I venture to 
predict, that if it is found necessary to send a large body 
of cavalry; artillery and transport to Cuba, that the mor- 
tality among horses will be enormous; horses not in condi- 
tion for such service will be sent, and those that are will 
die like ‘fish out of water’ simply from altered conditions 
and surroundings, and because there will be no properly 
disciplined, instructed, qualified and competent veterinary 
officers to treat them.” 

A veterinary surgeon of our Army writes as follows: 
“It is useless to go into our well-known situation again, 
as I know it has been, too often perhaps, brought to the 
attention of Congress and Army authorities, but without 
results. We are now situated where, as the term has it, 
we will have to take it in the neck or quit, and the 
members of this Army don’t do the latter until] they are 
counted out for good. A number of us are married, and, 
in some instances, have families; in case a Spanish bullet 
earries one of us off there is no provision made for 
those we leave behind, although the last raw recruit 
joining has such protection; should we, on the contrary, 
have the good luck to accomplish some brave act worthy 
of recognition we should still remain as we are, half citi- 
zen and half soldier, and without any definite place or 
rank in the regiment, as there would be nothing from 
which to make a start; we have struggled along in this 
manner for years, some of us for over thirty, hoping 
against hope that something would be done to put us on 
a definite basis. And now that we are about to stake 
our lives and health, we for the last time hope and ask 
that Congress will give us a recognized standing and one 
commensurate with our education, training and intelli- 
gence, and ask the assistance of your influential and rec- 
ognized paper in our behalf.”

“Joe Saxton in Japan; a Story of the East and West,” 
by D. A. Selden, M. D. (The Deutsch Co., printers, 
Baltimore), is a quaint littl volume with a de- 
cidedly Oriental look. ‘Those who are interested in the 
life of the curious Eastern people, who are so rapidly 
coming to the front among the nations, and whom from 
present indications we are likely to soon count as very 
near neighbors, will find much to interest them in this 
volume. Excellent photographic views are given, and 
the story of the home life of the Japanese interwoven 
with incident and lively adventure, make a very at- 
tractive menu for Western readers. The volume shows 
a familiarity with certain subjects which indicate that 
the author has had both a medical and a military ex- 
perience. 
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Old soldiers who remember the difficulties with urgent 
newspaper correspondents during the Civil War will 
smile when they read of the helpless state to which 
these gentlemen were reduced during the expedition to 
Cuba. Fifty of them were put on the Olivette, a hos- 
pital and water boat. Being a Red Cross boat, no arms 
could be allowed, and the position of such craft is not 
with the advance. In fact, the Olivette was the last to 
leave, and when Gen. Shafter’s vessel, the Seguranca, 
started down the bay from Port Tampa to join the rest 
of the transport fleet on one Tuesday afternoon, the 
Olivette, with the newspaper correspondents on board, was 
on her way to St. Petersburg to fill her tanks with 
water. For a time it looked as if the assignment of the 
correspondents to the water ship would result in keep- 
ing them out of sight of ali the interesting events of the 
expedition. There were some on board who did not hesi- 
tate to declare that this was just what was intended 
and planned by those in charge. It must be admitted 
that many circumstances in the general treatment of the 
correspondents gave color to this belief. The unfortunate 
correspondents could not have a light after 7:30 o’clock 
nor smoke between decks, and they were reduced to ly- 
ing on deck and watching the Seguranca, flying the 
5th Army Corps pennant and bearing Maj. Gen, Shafter 
and his staff and a dozen favored magazine writers and 
photographers. The Seguranca at night was really a 
pretty sight as she moved along in the midst of the 
thirty odd ships. She was brilliantly lighted from stem 
to stern. All around her was darkness, broken only by 
the small red stern lights of the other ships which car- 
ried no commanding officers, and so burned no lights, 
not even a candle, to relieve the inky blackness of the 
passageways below. The lesson was a valuable one, for 
many of the newspaper men felt that they could criticise 
the conduct of affaisr very effectively and, without the 
military pressure on them, it is likely we should be de- 
luged with cheap criticisms about matters they do not 
understand. 











According to a newspaper dispatch a spy who fell into 
the hands of “Roosevelt’s Rough Riders” on Monday, 
June 27, was turned over to the Cubans who shot and 
afterwards decapitated him. Such stories should be 
taken with great allowance. If the Cuban insurg- 
ents had evinced the same spirit of fiendish cruelty in 
their treatment of the Spaniards as those which char- - 
acterized the Weyler regime, they would at once have 
forfeited American sympathy and have looked to us in 
vain for help. Instead of torturing and butchering their 
prisonérs, in retaliation for similar treatment, they 
have in most instances accorded them generous treat- 
ment, feeding them when nearly starving and in most 
instances setting them free. It is this generosity and 
self-restraint under the sorest provocations which more 
than all else has won for them the sympathy and respect 
of the civilized world. From all the information obtain- 
able it is only the more lawless elements in the Spanish 
army (guerrillas) who are guilty of the savagery re- 
ported. Modern bullets of high velocity, as we have al- 
ready explained, are no doubt responsible for much of 
what is at first reported as “mutilation.” Gomez and 
his followers are undoubtedly endeavoring to conduct the 
war along civilized lines, and we are convinced that the 
responsible and intelligent Spanish officers are making 
every effort to conform to this humane practice. 

And now the gratifying and hardly to have been ex- 
pected intelligence comes to us that the natives 
of the Philippines are inspired with a _ similar 
spirit of forbearance. That a people who have so 
many bitter memories to avenge, who are counted 
as only’ semi-civilized, and whose only notions 
of what we term humanity and Christian morals must 
heave come to them through a very distorted medium— 
that such a people, in the midst of victory and for a 
definite Purpose, should suddenly turn philanthropists— 
hold their hands from killing and their lips from cursing 
those who for centuries have trodden them under foot— 
is, if true, one of the wonderful things in this “strange, 
eventful history.” If with the statesmanlike aim of avoid- 
ing complications or giving excuse for German interven- 
tion, and thus most substantially aiding the work that 
Admiral Dewey has so nobly begun, the young Philip- 
pine leader can really keep back his insurgent troops 
from the excesses which the world everywhere has been 
articipating, he will have earned a larger share of real 
glory than falls to the lot of most heroes of this or any 
time. 


We hope that our good friends in Germany will not 
make the mistake of assuming that any fear of con- 
sequences will prevent the United States from pursuing 
whatever line of policy seems to be dictated by condi- 
tions growing out of the war with Spain. From the 
German point of view our military situation may not 
seem to be one to justify self-confidence, but the pro- 
foundest instinct of the American is a belief in his na- 
tional destiny, and when his fighting instinct is aroused, 
he gives no heed to consequences. He is quick to change 
and the enormous energies ordinarily directed to the 
pursuits of peace may readily be turned into the chan- 
nels of war and will be if a suspicion is aroused that 
an attempt is being made to play upon his fears. In 
this point of view the unnecessary display of naval 
strength by the Germans at Manila Bay was a tactical 
mistake. Much more is to be obtained from the Ameri- 
ean by an appeal to his sense of justice or his good nature 
than by the assumption that he can be bullied or brow- 
beaten. It should not be forgotten that there are two 
Americas. If one of these is a nation of shopkeepers, 
the other is indifferent to business and commercial) in- 
terests and, when aroused to action, it becomes abso- 
lutely controlling as it did during our Civil War.

TEMPERANCE IN THE ARMY. 

Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U. 8S. A., under date of July 7, 
1898, issued the following order: “‘The Army is engag in 
active service, under climatic conditions which it has not 
before experienced. In order that it may perform its most 
difficult and laborious duties with the least practicable loss 
from sickness, the utmost care consistent with poomes and 
efficient service must be exercised by all, especially by 
officers. The history of other armies has demonstrated that 
in a hot climate abstinence from the use of intoxicating 
drinks is essential to continued health and efficiency. Com- 
ars officers of all grades and officers of the medical 
staff will carefully note the effect of the use of such light 
beverages—wines and beer—as are permitted to be sold at 
the post and camp exchanges. and the commanders of all in- 
dependent commands are enjoined to restrict or to en- 
tirely prohibit the sale of such beverages, if the welfare of 
the troops or the interests of the service require such ac- 
tion. 

“In this, the most important hour of the Nation's bis- 
tory, it is due the Government from all those in its service 
that they should not only render the most earnest efforts 
for its honor and welfare, but their full are and intel- 
lectual force should be given to their public duties, uncon- 
taminated by any indulgences that shall dim, stultify, 
weaken or impair their faculties and strength in any par- 
ticular. Officers of every grade, by example as well as by 
authority, will contribute to the enforcement of the order. 

“With a view to avoid extreme sufferin omens wounded 
horses or mules on the field of battle, it is hereby ordered 
that a veterinary surgeon, or some other person detailed by 
the commanding officer, shall accompany troops in an en- 
gagement, whose duty it will be to put an end to the 
agonies of all horses or mules that In his judgment are suf- 
fering to a degree requiring such action on his part."

FURTHER DETAILS OF DEWEY’S VICTORY. 


We are permitted to publish the following from a pri- 
vate letter written by an officer on board the flagship 
Olympia, Ensign Montgomery Meigs Taylor, U. 8. N., 
after the victory in Manila Bay. In addition to the 
statement of facts already made familiar by other ac- 
eounts, it gives interesting details of the experiences of 
the officers and men of Admiral Dewey’s squadron not 


heretofore published.

Dear * *—Here we are, and the Spa naval force in 
these waters is a thing of the past. 

We went to general quarters the night of the 30th at 
9 o’clock and moved along past the forts, everything 
ready and not a light showing. The tension was pretty 
strong, as we did not know what to expect; not a sign 
was made till the last half of our column got abreast 
the forts, when they opened fire from the south point 
and, the pilot said next day to an English Captain, fire 
three sonpedoes, not hitting anything more ting than 
salt water. e steamed slow ¥ along and at early day- 
light were abreast Manila. 10-inch gun and some 
smaller guns opened on us from the town, and some shot 
went unpleasantly close, but we paid no attention but 
went for the fleet, which was moored off the Arsenal 
with heavy pontoons alongside to protect their water 
line. ‘They n firing about 5:35, and we started in 
about 6:00. e salted them in style, too. The six ships 
pone down the line five times, and at 8:00 drew off and 

ad breakfast, with the 10-inch gun at Manila bangin 
away but hitting nothing. The Spanish flagship di 
finely. She slipped and started for the Olympia, and 
we started every gun at her and drove her back. She 
tried again and was again forced back, and as she turned 
was struck in the stern and set afire. A second shot hit 
her engines and a third exploded a magazine forward. 
She drifted in towards the shore and the Admiral shifted 
his flag to the Castillar. She got an 8-inch shot in the 
stern that tore out her bow. 

At about 10:30 we went in again, but nothing was left 
but three 1,100-ton gunboats. ‘he Reina Christina was 
a mass of flames, the Castillar blown up, and several 
others burning. ll the forts but two were surrendered 
and the whole fire of the fleet was concentrated on the 
remaining gunboats, the Baltimore stopping in front of 
the batteries and pouring in shot in great shape. 

The gunboats soon sank and then they began pouring 
shell into the buildings. In a few moments place 
was almost hidden in dust, and at 12:15 the white flag 
went up. The Petrel got way in on account of her shal- 
low draught and raked the whole place with her 6-inch 
guns. She was handled beautifully, as was the Balti- 
more, these two carrying off most of the laurels. We 
drew so much water we could not get very close. My 
men were mad as pirates, and the profanity was some- 
thing awful. The begged to be taken closer in, not lik- 
ing the 4,000-yard business. 

e have not found out the casualties on the Spanish 
side. One of their ships, Le Castillar, a 3,200-ton ship, 
lost her Captain and 130 men killed. The Reina Chris- 
tina, a larger ship, got much worse punishment. On 
landing we found about 500 men wounded in the hos- 
pitals. The most serious wound on our side was a 
»roken leg on the Baltimore, caused by a man dropping a 
shell on his own leg. 

They would not let us use the cable, Manila still being 
in Spanish hands, so we cut it. The English Consul told 
us, however, the Spanish had cabled that the American 
fleet had been driven off and had gone to sea to bury 
their dead. We found in the Commandant’s office in the 
arsenal all his correspondence up to the 29th of May. 

Where we came through there were six batteries, two 
and three 8-inch guns respectively. We went within 500 
yards of the smaller one, and why they did not fire 
heaven only knows, or, gprs all hands were asleep 
dreaming about how they wou d tear up the Yankees. 
We found two notes about powder for torpedoes, one an- 
nouncing the coming down of six tons and another ask. 
ing for two and one-half tons more. 

© or three ships will go down soon and the rest of 
the forts at the entrance will surrender. Then a party 
will land with some grectine and some more guns will 
be knocked. We had a party ashore here, and in about 
three hours they destroyed ten 6-inch, one 4.7-inch and 
over ten tons of powder. 

The great thing lately has been catching tugs. At 
peseent we have a side-wheel tug, besides four steam 
aunches. We sepanes a pilot tug and ran it about four 
hours, when the boiler tu began to blow out, and the 
Commodore got mad and set it on fire, and said to try 
another we had. 

We found No. 2’s boiler was not secured at all, so he 
said to burn her. We have been using her to-day as a 
butcher-boat, killing some cattle we found on a trans- 
port. To-morrow we will touch her off. At present we 
only have the side-wheeler and a small tug in comiis- 
sion. It is great; if a tug doesn’t suit, burn it and lay 
for another. I doubt if we will get mo! more, though. 

We have a fine little transport, the Manila, which we 
hope the Commodore will load up with guns, ete., and 
send home. 

I have not been ashore at all, and doubt if I'll get a 
ehance, being one of the battery officers. have col- 
lected three shelis, a Spanish flag, etc., as trophies, all of 
them given me bv fellows who got ashore on duty. 

As near as we can find out the number of dead on the 
Reina Christina was 250. How many were lost on the 
gunboats, we don’t know, but the estimate is that the 
killed and wounded will amount to 500 or 1,000—a peu 
good showing when you remember our loss was nil. 

We were struck eight times, but no shot fet through. 
The Baltimore was hit four or five times and had a deck 
beam broken, The Boston was hit five times, one officer's 
supply of citizen’s clothes being pierced by a 6-inch shell, 
which then burnt, setting his room on fire, so the rest of 
his goods were ruined by salt water from the fire hose. 

After the muss was over it seemed so absurd that we 
had knocked these chaps around so without even skin- 
ning our knuckles we looked at each other and laughed. 
After the surrender the crews lined the rails and cheered 
themselves hoarse. I was sitting on the 8-inch turret 
with two or three of the mess, and we yelled ourselves 
speechless. We cheered each ae the flag, the Amer- 
ican Consul, ourselves, and any old thing that could be 
used as an excuse. When we stopped the first time 
one man cried because he could not fire any more. You 
may imagine how we slept that night after the scrap. 
We had had no sleep since 8 a. m. the day before and 
worked under a big strain for twelve hours, from the 
passage of the forts to the surrender, and when it was 
all over the men just drop where they stood and slept. 

The ships we destroyed had, as near as I can find, 
twelve 6-inch, twenty 5-inch, twelve 3-inch and about 
thirty 1-pounder, 3-pounder and 6-pounder guns. This 
is only approximate. 

It was great while it lasted, and I never expect to see 
a nder sight in the rest of my life. 

f you knew how hot it is here you could excuse the 
blots; most of them caused by perspiration from my 
forehead or hands.

By the morning papers the news had reached the post 
of the death of Lieut.

While, as far as known, the report has re- 
ceived no official confirmation thus far, its publication 
has been repeated*in all accounts, and it is greatly feared 
that it is correct, as Lieut. Michie was on the staff of 
Gen. Hawkins, and is known to have been in a very 
severe engagement. Lieut. Michie was the founder of 
football at the Academy, and during his cadet life 
brought the team which he organized to a high standard. 
He was graduated in the class of 92. Since that time 
he has several times visited the post, always receiving a 
hearty welcome from his many friends of all stations, 
with whom “Dennie” has been ular from his boy- 
hood. In the opening prayer of the exercises the Chap- 
lain made allusion to the sad news which had been re- 
ceived a few hours before. 

The Declaration of Independence was well read on 
the Fourth by Cadet McDonough, ot Massachusetts. 
The oration, delivered by Cadet sell, of North Caro- 
lina, bowed thought and study. There was lacking the 
facetiousness which usually marks the Fourth of July 
oration; the solemn character of the scenes to which 
all thoughts were turned had an appreciable effect.

ILLINOIS IN DRY DOCK, 


There has just been finished at the Washington Navy 
Yard and shipped to the Omaha Exposition as part of 
the Navy Department exhibit at that place a model 
which is probably unique. The pressing need for more 
dry docks in order to take proper care of the ships of our 
Navy and the ignorance of the people away from the 
seacoast of what a dry dock was and its functions, led 
Lieut. McCormick, who had charge of the exhibit, to 
suggest to Chief Naval Constr. Hichborn the construc- 
tion of a working model of such a dock, believing that it 
would prove a most interesting feature, and it has been 
built during the past winter. It consists of an accurate 
working model on a scale of one-quarter of an inch to 
the foot, or one forty-eighth of the full size. The model 
is constructed mostly of wood, but the inside is lined 
with brass plates brazed together in order to make it 
watertight. It is an exact reproduction on that scale of 
the Simpson timber dry docks, which are to be built at 
the Portsmouth, Philadelphia and Mare Island Navy 
Yards, and in size and general dimensions of the new 
dry dock at the Boston Navy Yard, which latter, how- 
ever, is to be built of concrete. The model has been pre- 
pared in great detail, so that the model ship which ac- 
companies it can docked and undocked just as the 
actual ship would be. A large basin is constructed out- 
side the entrance, in which the model ae will be floated, 
and a complete system of piping and valves is provided, 
so that the dock can be flooded, allowing the model ship 
to enter, and then drained, leaving her dry on_ the 
blocks. A railing surrounds the three land sides of th:- 
dock, on which is a working model of a powerful travel- 
ing crane, used for handling heavy weights (40 tons 
being the capacity), which may need to be taken aboard 
ef or removed from a now? in the dock. The ship model, 
which is part of the exhibit, is an accurate reproduction 
on the same scale of the we yee ry Illinois, Alabama 
and Wisconsin, which are being built at Newport News, 
Cramps’ shipyard, in Philadelphia, and the Union Iron 
Works at San Francisco, respectively. They also carry 
a secondary battery of sixteen 6-pounder rapid-fire guns, 
four 1-pounder rapid-fire guns, one Gatling and one field 
gun.

ST. AUGUSTINE, FLA. 
June 28, 1898. 

For more than a week the whistle of the locomotive, 
the whirr of long lines of troop cars arriving and depart- 
ing, has broken the stillness of all hours of the day and 
night, as thousands of brave volunteers journey to Mi- 
ami on the banks of the Biscayne. It is doubtful if any 
troops mobilizing since this war began, have found 
grounds for their camp in such perfect order as those 
yrepared by the railroad company at this point; Mr. 
James E. Ingraham, Land Commissioner for the road, 
has had charge and the work has been thoroughly done. 

The first troops to arrive were the 2d Texas, who were 
welcomed in true American fashion. At least fifty of 
Miami's fairest women had a table of substantials, in- 
cluding coffee, sandwiches and more tempting delicacies, 
waiting their arrival; this was served by the ladies 
themselves, making it the more welcome to the travel 
worn men. Mr, Ingraham did the honors to the officers 
at Hotel Biscayne, as the Royal Palm did not open until 
two days later. The supper and well repared grounds 
were not the only surprises awaiting the troops. Since 
the arrival of the first the temperature has at no time 
risen above 82, at night going down to 72. Gen. Swann 
has established his headquarters in the hotel, although 
he oceu a tent as the men under him do. Brig. Gen. 
Lloyd Wheaton is delightfully located in the shade of a 
cocoanut grove. All the camps are well shaded, as num- 
bers of tropical trees have been allowed to stand. The 
troops at present at Miami include 1st and 2d Texas, Ist 
Alabama, and one or two Louisiana regiments. All are 
in excellent health, and the only fear is that they will 
become so attached to the present quarters that an ad- 
vance will be a cause of regret. 

A visit to Jacksonville during the week found the 
troops of the 7th Army Corps stationed at Cuba Libre 
d ng and marching many hours of the day. The 
camp is located on high level ground with abundance of 
water, the regiments stationed according to divisions 
and brigades, and at evening dress parade presenting a 
soldierly appearance. This was especially noticeable of 
the 2d New Jersey, who turned out a fine body of men.

TORPEDO BOATS AND TORPEDO BOAT 
DESTROYERS. 


The present contest is likely to shed a good deal of 
light upon a number of interesting problems in naval 
construction and efficiency. At the beginning of the war 
great apprehension was felt and expressed lest the sup- 
posed superiority of Spain in the matter of torpedo boats 
and torpedo boat destroyers might prove an unfortunate 
factor in the contest. So far the results have by no 
means justified this fear. Judged by actual accomplish- 
ments, these swift destroyers have scarcely justified 
either the fears of our own people or the hopes of the 
Spaniards. Already there have n several encounters, 
in every one of which the torpedo craft fared badly. The 
recent fight off San Juan of Capt. Sigsbee with the 
Spanish torpedo boat destroyer Terror quite in line 
with previous experiences. e Terror, to be sure, made 
her attack in this case upon the St. Paul in broad day- 
light. She had the protection of the forts and another 
vessel to assist her. Our auxiliary cruiser, instead of 
running away, waited until the swift assailant was near 
enough to make a capital target, and then blazed away. 
The Terror was hit squarely three times. Several men 
were wounded and the borne boat destroyer came very 
near being destroyed herself, and went back in a leaking 
and crippled condition, and was finally towed into the 
harbor for repairs. Intelligence comes to us from 
Camara’s fleet at Port Said that several of his torpedo 
boats are useless, and are to sent back. Altogether 
the record so far is not especially favorable for this par- 
ticular type of fighting craft. If those in our Navy ever 
get a chance at any stray remnants of the Spanish Navy 
we may hear a different report.

EXPERIENCES WITH SMALL-BORE RIFLES. 


The trial of the Navy gun by our marines at Camp 
McCalla does not seem to have been altogether satis- 
factory. The mechanics who are called upon to keep the 
pieces in order say that it is too complicated an arm for 
field use and that it cannot be satisfactory until it has 
been simplified. The main weakness is in the ejecting 
mechanism and in the bolt stop. The loss of the ejec- 
tors disables the pieces. In some cases the Cubans, who 
had never seen the rifle before, lost the blécks entirely 


and then threw the arms away, disgusted with them. 
Those who favor the gun contend that the difficulty is 





due to the want of familiarity with the weapon, and it 
is noted that the Cubans reported a much larger per- 
centage of disabled pieces than the ma Examina- 


tion of those killed at the battle of Cuzco indicates that 
the .23 caliber bullet has the same explosive effect as the 
bullets of the Krag-Jorgensen and Mauser guns. ‘1 wo 
skulls recovered from the battlefield of Cuzco show that 
the wound of entry in the skull is about the size of the 
bullet, while the wound of exit is very much.larger. 1 
one skull the bullet entered the skull in the back of the 
head, below the crown, and pierced the brain, leaving the 
skull through the eye. The wound of exit was an inch 
and a half in diameter. It is estimated that the owners 
of the skulls were killed at a distance of about 700 
y and that the bullet has an explosive effect up to 


this distance at least.

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 

A despotic Captain compelled Sergt. John P. Anthony, 
Marine Corps, to expend $3.50 in the purchase of sheep- 
skin coat, fur cap and gloves, to prevent his freezing to 
jeath while serving with the Marine Guard at Tientsin, 
China, in April last. In answer to a request that his 
money be refunded, a benevolent controller decides that 


Sergt. Anthony may be reimbused for the reasonable cost 
of the articles of “os mentioned from the appropria- 
tion for clothing for the Marine Corps. Nag sige 
Tracewell says: “While I have been unable to find any 
regulation for extra issues of clothing to marines under 
like circumstances, I see no reason why this case might 
not be treated im the same manner as an extra issue of 
clothing to soldiers.” —_ : 

The Comptroller decides in the case of Hugh Kuhl, 
mate on the retired list, that he is entitled to full pay 
when on active duty, under Sec. 1592, Revised Statutes, 
which gives Navy officers full pay when on active duty. 
He and Mate EB. M. Isaacs, concerning whom inquiry is 
made, both of whom are on the United States receiving 
ship Franklin, come within the purview of Sec. 1579, 
vised Statutes, under which petty officers attached to re- 
ceiving ships are entitled to rations. 

The Comptroller decides in the cases of 2d Lieut. Fer- 
nandez and Lieut. Jimenez, Spanish prisoners of war, 
that the expense of subsisting — prisoners of war 
while in the eustody of the naval forces is chargeable to 
the appropriation for the contingent expenses of the 


Navy. 

Asked whether Lieut. H. L. Draper, U. 8. M. C., is en- 
titled to mounted pay, while serving as Adjutant of a 
marine battalion, the Comptroller assumes that that de- 
pends on whether his duties require him to be mounted 
or not. The faet that his duties did require him to be 
mounted, and that he was so mounted, should be made 
to appear by the certificate of the Colonel Commandant, 
or of the officer under whom he may be serving at the 
time. The a of the Marine Corps in generai 
conforms to that of the infantry of the Army, but the 
duties required of the officers of the two ee of the 
service are not necessarily the same. We cannot assume 
that because,am officer of the infantry of the Army is re- 
quired by his position to be mounted, an officer of the 
Marine of like grade and position must also be 
mounted, 

In reclaim of John F. Pearson, stenographer, for trav- 
eling expenses, the Comptroller decides that a person ap- 
pointed to a position in the Government service and there- 
upon detailed for duty at a place other than his place of 
permanent employment, and who travels from his home 
to the place where he is so detailed for duty, is not en- 
titled to any reimbursement for such travel.

RECENT DEATHS, 


Chief Engr. Heinrich Leopold Julius Herwig, U. 8. N., 
who died suddenly at Alexandria, Va., on June 21, was 
born Jan. 15, 1849, at Hassfeld, on the Fulda. ~His 
father was city Governor and attorney for the Crown, 
and his grandfather was a Captain of Dragoons in the 
wars against Napoleon. He was stricken with paralysis 
some years ago and retired from active service, mak- 
ing his home at Alexandria. He leaves a wife, who was 
a Miss Wheat, of Alexandria, and three children. A 
local paper, speaking of his death, says, “He was a gen- 
tleman, brave, loyal at once to his adopted country and 
to his native land, filled with a high professional ambi- 
tion, eager to live a life of usefulness and duty, cultured, 
unselfish and amiable.”
